Democracy 
Praised By 
Dr. A. Brady 



British Parliamentarians adapted 
to local requirements Is the foun- 
dation of Dominion Democracy 
today. This was the view express- 
ed by Dr. Alexander Brady, Pro- 
fessor of Political Science at Tor- 
onto University, in his talk entitled 
Democracy in the Dominions, given 
in the Lecture for Living scries 
at Moyse Hall last evening. 

There is in each of the Domin- 
ions an ethical and mental inherit- 
ance from Great Britain, so that 
in all matters pertaining to demo- 
cratic government the 'rules of the 
game' arc strictly observed. Tradi- 
tion has a value in the whole ethos 
of political organization and cou- 
pled with the moral spirit of the 
people it constitutes a force which 
keeps democracy intact. 

The moving frontier of settlement 
in each of the Dominions deter- 
mined its development. Men sought 
the reproduction of English insti- 
tutions in the beginning but soon 
there emerged a more flexible 
.<ociety in which the institutions 
were put to new tests. This Is 
the logical resort of empirical peo- 
ple quick to use government for 
the furthering of their country's 
end. An example of this is seen 
in the development of government 
ownership in Australia, caused by 
unstable economic resources which 
demanded their utmost utilization. 
In this Australia gave the lead to 
G reatî Britain; . whose nationaliza- 
tion programme is now well under

The present^ housing situation at 
McGill is not so much one of ob- 
taining acconunodation but rather 
of obtaining accommodation more 
suitable both to the veteran and 
to his budget. This statement was 
made by Mitch Bourke, housing 
director of the Veterans Society 
at the first meeting of the Housing 
Commitlbe held yesterday after- 
noon. 

Mitch Bourke then went on to 
present a report on the situations 
at Peterson, Morgan and ANA 
houses and stated that accommoda- 
tion was available at Peterson for 
21 married couples and 47 single 
students. It was decided to make 
this fact known in every way pos- 
sible to the vets. This, because it 
was not considered feasible to press 
the authorities for more accommo 
dation for vets until Peterson is 
completely occupied. 

It was reported that McGiU's bid 
for the Ross House had been favor 
ably received. .\ lL«t of suggestionr 
obtained from (he questionnaire 
were read and discussed. 

The chairman presented his out 
lihe^plan for" the year, which con 
sisted of the following points: 

1. To keep vets as a whole In- 
formed as to what suitable accom- 
modation is available. 

2. To give the most active pos- 
sible support to anay individual 
cases of hardship that may be 
brought to our attention. 

3. To investigate fully the sup- 
port for and need of additional 
residences for both men and women 
vets. 

4. To actively support a. move to 
obtain commuters' allowance. 

5. To assist existing vet residences 
in any way their desire. 

A call for volunteers to serve 
on the committee of six was issued 
to the some twenty people present. 
Only two were received, Mary 
Howell and Dick Fowland. Fur- 
ther volunteers arc urgently re- 
quired. Anyone interested is re- 
quested to contact Mitch Bourke 
at EL. 2343. 

Representatives from ANA, and 
Morgan Houses and Ihc Peterson 
Residences were in attendance and 
supplied much helpful information, 
especially concerning Peterson. The 
chairman said that he would be 
visiting .Principal James in the 
very near future and hoped to 
bring up some of the more press- 
ing points. John Swltzman, last 
year's chairman, offered his ser- 
vices and advice and was com- 
mended by the chairman for his 
past work, especially in the matter 
of the Ross house. Svyitzman also 
offered the . cooperation of the 
NFÇUS housing committee of 
which he is at present director.

None. This engine, In less glamorous production 
models Is used to power the American Lockheed 
P-80 A Shooting Star, and, experimentally, the dc 
Raviliand Vampire. Although complex In detign, 
the general way in which the Nene and all other 
Jets operate is easily understood. ' 

Air Is drawn in at the Iront, usually through 
intakes on the wings, compressed, and delivered to 
the combustion chambers on the sides. The iucl, 
in this case a special mixture of kerosene, is burned 
at à steady rate In the chambcri instead ot being 
exploded as Is done in' the cylinder of a piston 
engine. This burning heats the air to 900 degrees 
Centigrade, thus causing a terrific expansion In the 
volume of the gases. The result is a Jet of hot air,' 
giving name to the engine, and a foreward movement 
produced by the reactive effect of the Jet (see New- 
ton's third law). 

The Nene, the most powerful Jet engine In full 
production, delivers a thrust of five-thousand pounds. 
At six-hundred miles per hour, this is equivalent 
to twelve-thousand horsepower. A piston engine 
developing such power would weigh about half again 
as much as the Nene's fifteen-hundred and fifty 
pounds. 

While most of the possibilities of the gasoline 
piston engine have already been realised, the evolu- 
tion of the jet has run a scant sixteen years since 
the first patent was given to Air Commodore Frank 
Whittle. But even in Its relatively undeveloped form, 
the jet has proved its advantages over other engines 
In Interceptor-class alrcrafL " Further refinement 
should extend this supremacy to heavier type planes, 
and it is not inconceivable that, in the near future, 
transports and cargo-carriers should avail tmcmselves 
of the only engine designed specifically Xor use In 
Uie air. 
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The Alchemists of Eslingen 

If you enter the big library, cross the echoless, 
whisper-filled, high cclllngcd reading room, grope 
your way down the dimly-llghtcd, narrow passage 
and climb the spiral staircase, you may, if you have 
remembered to ask for the key, enter the Library 
Museum. There, in the case marked Middle Age you 
may see the faded, barely legible parchment, disting- 
uished only by a typed card, which says: 'Germany, 
Early 14th Century*.

In Esslingen there dwelt, so the manuscript goes, 
a band- of practitioners learned in the arts of 
Alchemy. Well skilled were they In the mysteries 
of black magic and white, of divination. Astrology, 
Necromancy and all other lost sciences of the 
ancients. 

They pursued the great search, sought for the 
secret of Uie transmutation of base metals into gold. 
For their high endeavour no sacrifice was too great. 
The mightiest sccrs and sages who had advised empe- 
rors worked as menials and' went fasting that they 
might purchase the mandrake roots, dragon's blood, 
toads' tongues and other mystic Ingredients neces- 
sary fôr their incantations. 

At least one of their numbers shatiercd the sil- 
ence wlUi shouts of joy. A magical formula had 
turned his gold ring to lead! At once the others 
gathered around and repeated the spell again and 
again in their excitement. At last their search was 
over. They had turned half their small store of 
gold to lead before a sobering thought struck them. 
With every repetition çf the puissant words they 
grew not richer, but poorer. Despair hung heavy 
upon them. 

Long did they deliberate in solemn conclave, 
and at least reached a decision.

Two years later an alchemist lay dying in th'c 
monastery wither he had dragged himself for sanc- 
tuary. He was the last of the Alchemists of Esslingen. 
The others were all dead. Some had rotted in the 
dungeons of kings and emperors, some had been 
burnt, stoned, or torn to pieces by mobs. All were 
vlcUms of a world which would not recognize the

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Last Friday evening, the Hon. 
Ian Mackenzie offered the stud- 
ents of McGlll the opportunity of 
listening to a declaration on the 
principles of the Canadian Liberal 
Party. His speech, flUed with al- 
most Churchllllan phrases and 
allusions, slated that the Liberal 
idea was based on the principles 
of liberty for the Individual, toler- 
ance, and respect for the rights of 
every Canadian citizen. However, 
in reply to a question on the re- 
location of Japanese • Canadians 
and the attempt to deprive them of 
their rights as Canadians citizens, 
the Minister made a number of 
charges against these unfortunate 
people, which arc neither borne 
out by the facts, nor were in keep- 
ing with the noble principles ho 
had expressed a few minutes 
earlier. 

The charges he made against the 
Japanese-Canadians are. two in 
number; 

1. That they compose a disloyal 
element, who for reasons of mili- 
tary security, could not be per- 
mitted to live on the Pacific Coast 
and, 2. that they had been guilty 
of commercial practices which 
make them a menace to the well- 
being of British Columbia's fisher- 
men and market gardeners of 
white descent. 

It is no more than a statement 
of well-known fact that no Japan- 
ese-Canadian, living In Canada, has 
been, found guilty of any form of 
disloyalty to this country. Not one 
has even been charged with such a 
crime— let alone tried and been 
convicted. The truth is that they 
were the victims of a wave of war 
hysteria which swept the West 
Coast after Pearl Harbor, and that 
they have been burdened with the 
guilt of a Japanese military clique, 
five thousand miles away, with 
whom they had no connection. II 
the Japanese-Canadians arc respon- 
sible for the crimes of the country 
of their origin, there seems to be 
little reason why Canada's 350,000 
citizens of German origin should 
not be relocated, or sent to Ger- 
many, as punishment for the 
crimes of Hitler and Goerlng. 

, It Is true that the Japanese on 
the West Coast work hard and long 
—and for little pay. This is un- 
fortunate—but it is not a crime for 
which they should suffer. Nor is it 
yet a breach of the law for any 
Canadian to work hard -and try to 
raise himself from the low eco- 
nomic category Into which immi- 
grants automatically fall. 

The Canadian constitution is 
based on a delicate compromise 
between two religious and ethnic 
croups— the British and the French. 
It Is further evident that this na- 
tion actually is a union of many 
minorities— English, French, Scots, 
Ukrainian, and many others, no 
one of whom is dominant over the 
others. An attack on one minority 
such, as the Japanese, is actually 
an attack against the constiutional 
structure upon whieh our country 
is based. Furthermore, it sets a 
dangerous precedent which some 
future demagogue might employ 
against the French, Ukrainians or 
Jews. 

For this reason, the Liberal Gov- 
ernment, in persecuting Canadian 
citizens of Japanese descent* may 
bo accused of striking a blow 
against our Constitution, and of 
having abandoned, in this instance, 
the humanistic principles of Glad- 
stone, William Lyon Mackenzie, 
and Paplneau.

LIBERTY AND THE 
TOTALITARIAN STATE 
There appeared In this column 
some days ago an article by a 
certain Mr. Corrlgan, -who purports 
to believe that in the last analysis 
there is no difference between 
Fascism and Communism. I feel 
that this is a subject that is very 
much worth while discussing, not 
because this view is held by con- 
servatives, but because It has wide 
circulation even among liberals 
and IcfllsU; they feel that the 
direction that these ayatcms travel 
lead only to continued tyranny at 
home and War abroad. When Fas- 
cism and communism are equated 



the usual excuse Is that both sys- 
tems re'preicnt the same objective 
internal conditions. Both arc char- 
acterized by single party rUlc, the 
police state, and the repression of 
"normal" civil liberties. These are 
the facts, and upon this basis many 
socialists tend to decry tiie Soviet 
as being a step in the wrong direc- 
tion. 

This type of thinking neglects 
the fact that outward appearances 
not seldom reflect a far different 
underlying basis. The leelitics of 
any state arc the imperatives with- 
in which its government must act, 
and which they cannot violate 
without destroying the nature of 
the society they represent, and the 
ruling group In that society. These 
imperatives are the economic laws 
which are defined by, and them- 
selves define, the class relations In 
a state. 

The fascist state was based upon 
the fusion of four elements In its 
society, the army, the party, the 
bureaucracy, and the capitalist rul- 
ing group. The dictator acted as a 
sort of intermediary between them. 
The dictator generally rose to pow- 
er In a period of economic stagna- 
tion, when a revolution from the 
Left Is feared. His Job is to put 
people to work, to give the young 
party members who form his main 
support adventure, to keep up pro- 
fits, and to expand the status of the 
military. All this can oply be done 
in one way: by appeals to national- 
ism, a great munitions program, 
constant threat of war. If this set- 
up is to achieve any measure of 
stability It must soon go to war, 
because only by continuous expan- 
sion (until a territory large enough 
to be Eclf-iufficent is reached) can 
the dictator hope to remain in pow- 
er, depression In this state is not 
just a means of eliminating oppon- 
ents; it forms a definite part of the 
adventure furnished by the state. 

In the communist society the 
only great political force is the 
party, which makes up both army 
and bureaucracy. The base of the 
society is the mass of -workers and 
peasants. Since there are no profit 
requirements to be met, industry 
can produce for use without worry- 
ing about the people having enough 
money to pay for goods. There is 
no real need for foreign markets 
as long as the territory is self- 
Eutflclent, as it is in Russia. And, 
since there Is no large element in 
its makeup which desires war for 
one reason and another, there need 
be no recourse to an armaments 
race: the state can always barter 
its goods with other nations. In 
Russia, the only reason for expand- 
ing Ua borders is to increase In- 
dustrial EFFICIENCY. Consider- 
atlona like these do not make a 
country Imperialistic. 

The only possible reasons for the 
much - talked - about Russian ex- 
pansionism then are political. They 
can only be an attempt to in- 
crease Russian security. That Rus- 
sia is not herself looking for any 
wars of doctrinal expansion is 
clearly demonstrable when we re- 
member that the destruction of 
Russian industry has been so great 
that Russia docs not expect to re- 
cover her 1940 level of production 
until well past 1050. 

When considering Russian lib- 
erty,. It would be as well to re- 
member that liberty is by no means 
a "natural" right. It is a natural 
development growing out of a long 
period of prosperity and the ability 
to supply the mass Of tho people

The Daily Says; 

'Control of the Budget 
Is Control of Athletes' 



"It II better to light one tmall undle than to curse the dtrkntu'* - 

At the present timo McGlll Is competlnc in all Intercollegiate 
events and is therefore trying to. reap the benefits of intercollegiate 
athletics: money, prestige, publicity and a unifying spirit on tho 
campus between students and sri>duate8., u'ls true that In many 
sports this university has been successful In winning champlonshipi. 
This, however, Is due either to the students participating, or to other 
factors beyond the control of the athletic office. ' 

For example, linload of making use of one of the finest ski 
teams at any North American university and enter them in as 
many meets as possible, the Athletic office has gone to the other 
extreme and arc limiting tho number of outside meets so strictly 
that It Is doubtful whether this team will hû able to even defend the 
tltl eiihiitith ey won at Dartmouth last year it they wish to enter a 
meéril^Mtddlcbury, Vermont, earlier in the season. Similarly there 
is an excellent hockey team whose exhibition schedule Is limited to 
playing one American university, with a side (rip to Lachlne, if 
Carfare can be arranged. 

MORE STUDENT CONTROL 
Perhaps tho above may seem to bo slight exaggerations but 
basically the facts at the moment bear them out. One reason for the ^ 
situation is the present method of controlling funds. Far be It for 
us to suggest that the Student Athletic Council as presently con> 
stituted should have jurisdiction over athletic funds, but wo do 
believe that by revising this body to make it more representative of 
student opinion, arrangements for the budget Should be made be- 
tween the senate and a sub committee of the council. This would 
not only permit revision of the budget for any unforseen problems 
but would enable the students to present their reasons for various ; 
expenditures personally, rather than through the athletic depart* 
ment. 

To take the presentation of the budget âway from tho athletic 
department is merely to remove the power of formulating policy 
from those to whom the cnrrj'lng out of this policy is entrusted. The 
Department of Physical Education has no moro right to determine 
the athletics policy at McOill University, than tho Faculty of Law 
has to determine the policy of the McGIU Debating team. 

ALTERNATIVES 

If the authorities Insist that the students have no say in how 
much money is spent on athletics, if they insist on treating athletics 
as a minor end unimportant activity of the University, and it they 
refuse to grant tho athletic program the funds necessary to produce 
teams trained, outfitted, and organized on the same standards as 
other colleges with whom McOill is competing, then there are three 
alternatives facing the University. First, we shall continue with the 
present haphazard scheme, hoping to produce winning teams by 
acquiring athletes whom the other colleges have not enticed to their 
campuses. In this way McGill nhnU continue to sec her teams 
trounced by small colleges like Western and Queens in the sports 
which the latter stress as being worthwhile winning. 

Second, McGill can drop out of intercollegiate competition 
altogether, a humiliating and shameful prospect. Third, 'the athletics 
setup can bo run on money obtained from other sources than the 
official treasury of this University. This final alternative is one 
which Is practised by some of McGIU's competitors and in our next 
articles wc shall outline this idea as well as others including how 
wc believe the nlhlctlc office should be controlled.

Ear of Reporter Roving Libraries 
Throbs toMcGilVsHum of Study

How many people who 'read the 
Dally know the number of libraries 
on the McGill campus? Most of 
them will think of Rcdpath Library 
right away, but there arc at least 
six more which play an important 
part in housing the books which 
students need. They are thq librar- 
ies In the Medical Building, R^'V.C., 
the Presbyterian College^ the Chem- 
istry and Engineering Buildings, 
and the Currlc Gymnasium. 

The night editor wanted Daily 
readers to know a. bit about them, 
nnd she picked this reporter to take 
a quick jaunt around to as many 
of them as possible before a four 
o'clock lecture loomed up. 

First on the itinerary is Rcdpath 
Library — the biggest and bcst- 
kno.wn on the campus. - Here stu- 
dents from nearly all faculties rub 
shoulders while studying. It is such 
a crowded place that ono fellow In 
shifting about, knocked his head 
against a table lamp. The little al- 
coves along the wall are about 
stuffed with coats and boots— the 
chairs are filled with girls and 
boys, the majority bent low over 
their books, ffowns on brow, left 
arm propping up the head while 
the right arm shoves a pencil over 
a page. 

Really I should be moving along 
—I'm taking up a choir which a 
new arrival is eyeing enviously, 
so across the way to the Presbyter- 
ian College. . . 
The library here Is much smaller 



and more comfortablë. Illumination 
Is provided by modern fluorescent 
lights, the tables are for two, and 
everyone is seated on soft, red 
leather armchairs. It would be so 
nice falling asleep here— but very 
few people arc. No,° watt a minute, 
oyer there in the west corner— a 
co-ed with her face flat against her 
book! She's definitely fast asleep. 
The minutes arc going, so on to 
R.V.C. Library, the home of Eng- 
lish 2 books. This is a smaller li- 
brary—but even so, it isn't even 
half full. The 12 girls sitting about 
ore quite studious, except for a 
junior cditlbii}',ot-,ycronica Lake 
over at the rbitn^ table who keeps 
winding hor hair about her fingers. 

Two more girls have arrived. The 
room is really getting crowded, so 
I'll leave and go to the Medical Li- 
brary. It takes time going up that 
hill. • 

The library Is located on the 
third floor. Here a substantial part 
of Sir William Osier's books have 
found a resting place. The many 
lab-coated students arc deep In 
their medical tomes, and a quiet 
hush pervades the room. 

You would never know so much 
studylng^j?etjt:on at McGill until 
you visit' four libraries In the span 
of one hour. 

It's not quite four o'clock yet, 
but I think I will go back to the 
Presbyterian College Library (it's 
the most comfortable, remember?) 
and do some studying. 



In fact the collectivization of the 
farms by' force was a thing Marx 
himself frowned on.

A Federal Union of English 
speaking nations is, at present, 
Utopian, but the moral and psy 
chologlcal union of each commun 
Ity is ever advancing as liberal 
democracy extends, and the com- 
mon absence of a disposition to- 
wards extiàvagent exalting of the 
State is a constant guard against 
the dangers of nationalism.
